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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The patent by Eichelberg (US 2,595,932) 
discloses a scavenging in two-cycle engines is carried out without the use of a blower or like devices. Further since no external 
pressurizing source is required for scavenging. It seems logical that the exhaust duct (15) must be approximately constant diameter arid 
having a volume approximately equal to a swept volume of said piston movement in cylinder. The patent by Draminsky (US 2,542,756) 
discloses a scavenging air blower for the engine may be dispensed with if the exhaust pipe consist of a forepart and a reflecting part. It 
seems logical that the exhaust pipe consist of a forepart and a reflecting part are approximately constant diameter and having a volume 
approximately equal to a swept volume of piston movement in cylinder.
